Another robbery of Iho same kind 
took place on the Chicago & Alton 
road, four miles east of Independence, 
.Mo., at 9 o'clock p. ii. Sept. 7th. Tho 
train was slopped in a dense wood, by 
a red light and obstructions ou the 
track, niul was immediately boardo.l 
by a do/en muskeJ men who pro- 
ceeded to relievo the passengers of 
all their surplus cash and also what- 
ever jewelry Ibcy liad about them 
They kept up a tiring of pistols to iii- 
tiiiiidaio them duviug tlie wliole tin a 
Ihcy were ou the traiu. Thoy next 
went to Iho express cur. Messenger 
Fox resisted and refused to let Ihi lu 
In but they broke in and beat liim so 
severely that he id in a critical condi- 
tion. They thou helped themselves 
1o all lb(i.caEh on board, after which 
thoy disappeared in the wooAs. The 
whole affair took lest than flfteeu 
fflluulct. They got about 125,000 in 
niouey and other valuable*. One 
pattenger lott MSa Tbejr took ear- 
rings out of the ear* of tho ladlet, 
making them hold np their hands 
white they werebetog robbed. It 
was no doubt the James gang, as 
usual. Gov. Crittenden has called 
upon Iho people to rise en-masse and 
exterminate tlie robbers.

The train 
wat a total wreck.

Tlie passenger train was thrown 
trom the traek at Sviuora, near Bowl- 
ing Qreen Friday night, b; a mis- 
placed switch, and Jno. Blade, the 
engineer killed and Oscar Lilly, fire- 
man, badly injureii, having both legs 
Ijiciken. Xo others were injured. 
The snitch liad been turned by some 
Bcoundiel for tho purpose of wrecking 
the train, at it was all right wb^n ex- 
amined a abort wbilnlefore. 

Seatli by Flames. 

Forest fires liavc been raging willi 
terrible results in Michigan for sev- 
eral days, though tho worst is now 
thought to lie over.

Tbo 
people in the burning districts sought 
safety* In walls, cisterns and ponda 
and a few were saved In that way, 
but live stock, fcuces, housps, crops 
and everything of the kind were das* 
troyed m several entire .counties 
Hundreds ofpeoplo aro homeless and 
tufferiiig for food aud clothiug. 
Monoy is being raited to help tho 
tufl'eriug people.
